source and providing protection for anadromous fish, western pond turtles, and other biological resources in the riparian
corridor.
e Less than one month from bridge completion, a pair of salmon were observed spawning near the bridge
e The bridge also provides access to fire fighting and emergency response equipment in the event of a wild fire.
